The better he knows his 
tools, the better he can use his 
tools He knows that good crafts- 
manship is most impossible unless 
he keeps his tools adjusted to his 
tasks.

that our industrial training department 
provide the very best avenue of approach 
to active life lor the preponderating per 
Castage of our pupils who cannot aspire 
to a higher education. 

Once into active life, following a trade, 
the deaf individual finds the solf-conlidence 
needed to carry him along in his ability to 
hold his own with the average unhandicap 
|H-d workman. 1 cannot mention anv one 
thing more powerful in the development ot 

confidence, self-respect, and all that goes to 

make character in a citizen, than the fac! 
that, in nine Cases out ot ten, when time- 
are dull . and workmen are laid oft, the 
deaf workman is the last to \h- excus ed 
If he were not a profitable employee, thi- 
would not be so. In this one common 
incident we find the key to the happiness, 
the oftentimes amazing success, of the deal 
man, and to his restoration to societ) 
Thanks to his school training. 

As with any class of people, we find that 
the deal first seek to secure their bread 
and butter. Heyond this comes a home, a 
family, all the necessary luxuries of today 
Tlie deaf own automobiles and drive them 
with skill and safety. Thev have come to 
think of provision (or their dependents, ani 
their attention has turned to life insurance 
Finding a tendency among the "old lim 
Companies" Io be exclusive, the deaf havi 
formed a fraternal insurance societv of then 
own which now has over six thousand able 
bodied members, and assets of more than 
one million dollars The business ol the 
SOCiet) has always been handled by deal 
officials. 

Their other associations are engaged in 
welfare work, in financing monuments ami 
memorial halls to benefactors of the deal. 
such as lie 1'Kpee ami the Gallaudets; and 
in building homes for the aged deaf, when 
ilicv mav spend their declining 
free from the known miseries ol countv 
IKior farms. Other associations are con 
ducting a war on discriminatory legislation 
lirected at the deal bv "reformers," such 
II weeping eugenic laws which wouk 
tterilUe the deal and forbid their inter 
marriage ; and laws forbidding the deaf ti

He also edits the Hawkeye, 
a news magazine published at that 
school. We give liis address in 
full, and feel confident that if it is 
refnlly by the heads of the 
Institutions for the Deaf in the 
ted States, i* will put a few 
thoughts into their comprehensive 
minds that will redound to the 
benefit of all the deaf who are at 
present pupils, as well as thosechil- 
dren who will be under their edu- 
cational direction in years to come. 
The time has arrived when the 
tool and shops should be co-ordi- 
nated fully and unequivocally. 
Without the classroom education 
the industrial training could not 
because, contrary to the 
customary estimate, shop work re- 
quires mentality as well as manual 
-ferity. In most of the trades a 
mental grasp of the task conies 
re the skill in operation. 



The Federation of Jewish Chari- 
ties has just completed a "drive" 
for the budgetary allotments of 
1929. which totalled $5,025,995, 
and has been distributed among 
ninety-one constituent agencies, 
.vhich embraces every kind of chari 
table need. It exceeded $400,000 
over last year's apportionment, due 
to higher standards of institutional 
work and extension of facilities to 
the general public. The Hebrew 
iation of the Deaf is awarded 
$4,000, and the Lexington Avenue 
School for the Deaf receives $33,- 
767. 

Dr. Arthur B. Duel, chairman 
of the board of trustees of the 
American Otological Society, an- 
nounces that the fund for "research 
into the causes and methods of pre- 
venting deafness," now amounts to 
$250,000.

M.A., 

inst regularly ordained Priest of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of 
Vmerica, and founder of All Souls' 
Church for (he Deaf of Philadelphia, 
entered into rest on April 2d, 1929. 

"CalW en the liosom ot thy God 

Fair spirit, rest thee' new I" 

Like that of her distinguished hus- 
band, the loss of Mrs. Syle to this 
Community and especially to All Souls' 
parish is one that will be felt from 
time to lime in the years to come. 
Time alone cm dim it, if at all. It 
tlmost twoscore years ago that 
Mr. Syle lay down his life, hut even 
now he is continually recalled by the 
faithful. So is life on this earth. 

Oft referred to as "Mother Syle," 
because of her long, faithful and bene- 
ficent weak among the deaf, both in 
and outside of Ihe parish of All Souls', 
she well merited the affectionate de- 
signation. Her natural and unswerv 
ing loyally to thf church established 
b\ her husband was further manifested 
by her unfailing vigil and efforts to 
continue and increase its usefulness to 
the deaf. 

And such was her zeal and desire 

to aid. protect or advance the interests 

of All Souls' Church that, let it be 
said frankly, there may have been 
occasions when she exceeded the 
bounds of discretion and was misiiiiclei 
stood. However, those who knew her 
nature from long and intimate associa- 
tion", knew also that her intentions were 
so honest and well-meaning thai her 
mistakes were easily forgiveable. We 
are all human and prone to make simi- 
lai enors by our /eal at lime 
all events, Ihe point to which we desire 
tb give the greatest emphasis is that 
Mrs. Syle made earnest endeavors to 
contribute the best in ho at all times 
Io Ihe church she loved so well. 

Mrs. Syle was a consistent Chris 

lian, devout and sincere in her pro 
fission, both by example and deed, 
and she was loved and esteemed by all 
who knew her. In a sense, she was 
"fust lady" of All Souls" Parish, be- 
cause of her continuous and leading 
work among the women and Pastoral 
Aid Society lor many years, her un 
equaled success in soliciting conlribu- 
for (he needs of All Souls' Church 
from hearing friends, a goodly portion 
of whom were former supporters of her 
husband's work, and her social weak 
as Parish Visitor.
